▼ersies go further, that we had better spend our mom*, on 
eement and concrete rather than on lawyers," Secretary 
hoover of the department of commerce told an audience at 
Hammond. Ind. 
Secretary Hoover has a practical manner of saying things 
fts well as of doing things. 
He says the < ¡rout .lakt s controv 
•rsy should be in the hands of engineers instead ot lawyers 
®nd courts. 
He has investigated the situation far enough to determine 
that all of the lowering of lake levels is not attributable to 
the flow from Lake Michigan into the Chicago drainage can­ 
al. 
His findings are that one-sixth, or about live 
i n c h e s , may 
be charged to Chicago. 
Twenty inches tire clKirgeable to 
the claimatic cycle, and three or four inches are “ ken by en­ 
larged outlets of Lake Huron. 
That is the testimony of United States engineers. 
States 
other than Illinois .seeking to prevent enough water diver­ 
sion to complete the Illinois waterway, have engaged law­ 
yers to undertake to prove that the engineers are wrong. It 
is to that situation that the secretary referred when he a d ­ 
vised solving the problem by engineering rather than by 
holdings of lawyers and courts. 
Secretary Hoover may be said to be leading in the water­ 
way projects for the benefit of the midwest. 
He has de­ 
clared himself in an unqualified manner. 
Further, In* has 
lent the force of the government through his department to 
he whole western waterway project in a practical manner. 
The comprehensive waterway plan approved by him now 
is being held up in congress by lake states that have raised 
the question about the Illinois waterway. 
They have pre­ 
tended to base their whole opposition on the theory that wa 
ter diversion from Lake Michigan is impracticable as a means 
ot furnishing a waterway from Chicago to the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico and that the project merely is one for sewage disposal 
for Chicago, to be carried out by lowering lake lex ela at their 
oorts. 
Opposition on that theory doesn’t ring true in the face of 
the fact tbat » Secretary Hoover, with approval of President 
Coolidge, is undertaking to complete inland waterways that 
w ill open Chicago to the gulf and to Atlantic ocean. 
< )p- 
position was led by the Ohio delegation, which 
long has been 
the beneficiary of sufficient appropriations to keep the Ohio 
river open for transportation. 
The river and harbor bill was ready 
for passage, and 
would have been passed before congress adjourned except 
for the Illinois river project. 
It is reported that enough votes 
could have been mustered to have brought about passage 
by the senate ,but it was considered wiser to set the measure 
for a specified date in December. 
Secretary Hoover spoke at length concerning inland wa­ 
terways at Hammond, 
lit* said that in the last twenty-five 
years the business of the railroads had been tripled. 
In tin* 
next tw’entv-five years transportation systems will be requir­ 
ed to meet demands of an additional 10,000,000 population. 
Either the railw ays will be compelled to expand their term ­ 
inals or the waterways will have to come in and take enough 
freight traffic.to relieve the congestion. 
Expansion of railroad terminals in large cities would lie 
accomplished at tremendous cost, because of the increased 
value of lands necessarily to be taken over. 
The lands now 
are occupied for other purposes. 
Loading facilities can be 
proxidcd along banks of the streams at less cost. 
Secretary Hoover is not merely talking, 
lie has seized the 
works of those who have been farsighted enough to have 
been carrying on waterway improvement through the last 
twenty’ years svfn n such transportation was at its lowest, ebb. 
He proposes to complete the projects as soon as is possible, 
and see in them means of relieving the midwest of much of 
its distress.
